face o f the road is worn away. Oiling stops this process to a very great 
ex 


tent. A vieouH mass Is formed which acts as a protecting cushion and keeps 


the sharp edges of the pieces of stone covered up. It also prevents dust blow­ 


ing or washing away, and thus prolongs tin* life of the road for several years 


Cities have long ago learned that street oiling is an economy. 
There is no 


reason in the world that the practice 
should not be beneficial 
to country 


roads as well as city streets.
